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We  begin  this  narrative  with 
George  Eylar  and  Catharine  Eylar, 
born  and  married  in  Germany,  and 
who  died  there,  having  a  family  of 
eight  children*  viz:  Joseph,  George, 
Christopher ,  Henry,  Peter,  Catharine, 
Eve  and  Dolly.  Chr i stopherEylar* 
of  the  above,  was  married  to  Bar¬ 
bara  Bower,  and  had  a  family  of 
seven  children,  four  sons  and  three 
daughters  named  as  follows:  Henry, 
Peter,  Christopher,  and  Joseph  and 
Catharine,  Barbara  and  Mary.  The 
three  sisters  married  three  brothers 
named  Phenstermacher  (meaning  in 
German  "window  maker.")  Of  these 
sons,  Joseph  is  our  immediat e  Amer i - 

can  ancestor.  He  came  to  America 

*■ - _ - - 

when  a  youth  of  18,  and  was  after¬ 
ward  married  to  Ma^_Ann.-Eosen-  - 
miJLjjer.  To  them  were  born  a  fami¬ 
ly  of  eight  children,  as  follows: 

Jos.;  bom  Tuesday,  April  7th,  1789. 
Married  first  to  Elizabeth  Fenton 
in  1816  and  who  died  January  26th, 
1835,  in  the  41st  year  of  her  age, 
and  afterward  to  Elizabeth  Fenton, 
a  cousin  of  his  first  wife,  in  1835, 
who  survived  him  and  died  November 
22nd,  1875,  aged  61  years,  11  months 
and  13  days. 
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Mary,  born  Tuesday,  August  10th, 
1790.  Married  to  John  Gossett  and 
died  in  September,  1841* 

Sarah,  born  Tuesday,  January  24th, 
1792.  Married  tojames  Collier,  re¬ 
moved  to  Wayne  county,  Ohio,  and 
died  in  1830. 

Catharine,  born  Monday,  September 
23rd,  1893.  Married  to  Issac  Carey 
in  October,  1818. 

John,  born  September  22nd,  1799. 
Married  to  Rachel  Gossett  and  died 
in  1830. 

George  and  Martin  died  in  infancy. 

Henry,  bom  Thursday,  December 
25th,  1801.  Married  to  Mary  Wilkin, 
of  Brown  county,  Ohio. 

Aaron,  born  Thursday,  November 
10th,  1803.  Married  to  Elizabeth  Wil¬ 
kin,  of  Highland  county,  Ohio. 

Elizabeth,  born  Thursday,  October 
24th.  Married  to  John  Beveridge,  of 
Adams  bounty,  Ohio. 

John  G.  L.  Rosenmiller  was  mar¬ 
ried  to  Barbara  Bower  in  Germany 
and  had  a  family  of  eight  children, 
as  follows :  Anna,  Roseannah,  Mary 
_Ann,  Julia  Ann,  Catharine  Ann ^Sus¬ 
annah,  Elizabeth  Ann  and  John  Lew¬ 
is.  Of  these,  Mary_Ann  is  tha-ma- 
terpal  side  of  our  house  in  America. 
Roseannah  married  a  Lutheran  min¬ 
ister  named  Shafer.  Catherine  Ann 
married,  first  a  man  named  Wever, 
second,  a.  man  named  Hoss. 

The  first  knowledge  of  our  great 
grandfather  on  the  material  side  be¬ 
gins  about  the  years  1775-6-7.  John 
George  Rosenmiller  was  a  strict  ad¬ 
herent  of  King  George  the  III,  or 
what  was  known  in  those  days  as  a 
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Tory*  At  that  time  the  people  were 
divided  politically  into  factions  des¬ 
ignated  as  Whig  and  Troy- -designa¬ 
tions  which  had  been  transferred 
from  the  parent  counrty- -England* 

His  political  scruples  were  such  as 
forbade  him  taking  any  part  in  the 
great  struggle  for  independence  then 
about  to  begin  between  the  colonists 
and  the  King  of  England*  His  edu¬ 
cation  in  his  native  land- -Germany- - 
had  jtaught  h|m  to  obey  and  respect 
the  authority  of  the  ruling  power » 

At  the  same  time  he  loved  and  re¬ 
spected  his  neighbors,  who  were 
about  to  enter  into  a.  struggle  with 
their  sovereign.  About  this  time  he 
was  called  upon  to  part  with  his  be¬ 
loved  wife  through  death*  She  was  a 
woman  of  lovely  and  affectionate  dis¬ 
position,  and  ,the  mother  of  a.  son  of 
great  promise,  who  was  being  called 
from  the  paternal  roof  to  enter  in¬ 
to  the  duties  and  labors  of  the  min¬ 
istry,  in  the  interest  of  the  German 
Lutheran  church*  This  son  after¬ 
ward  bore  the  distinction  of  being 
one  of  the  most  learned,  able  and 
eloquent  ministers  in  his  section. 

His  name  was,  John  George  Lewis 
Rosenmiller.  Of  the  family  of  John 
George  Rosenmiller,  there  were  sev¬ 
en  daughters  and  one  son,  as  fol¬ 
lows"  Ann,  Mary  Ann,  Rose  Ann, 
Catharine  Ann,  Barbara  Ann,  Eliza¬ 
beth  Ann,  and  Julia  Ann,  the  young¬ 
est,  with  the  son,  John  George  Lew¬ 
is* 

With  the  political  disturbances 
overwhelming  the  country  and  being 
depressed  by  the  great  domestic  trou- 
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ble  occasioned  by  the  death  of  his 
wife  and  being  possessed  of  ample 
means  for  the  maintenance  of  him¬ 
self  and  family,  our  great  grandfath¬ 
er  resolved  upon  absolute  retirement 
from  the  fields  of  business  and  world¬ 
ly  care*  He  was  highly  skilled  in 
the  use  of  tools 9  his  particular  avo¬ 
cation  being  that  of  a  silver  and 
gold  smith*  He  was  also  an  artist 
of  ability,  being  an  adept  in  the  use 
of  the  graver  and  brush*  In  accord¬ 
ance  with  his  resolve  to  quit  the 
world,  he  retired  to  an  upper  cham¬ 
ber  of  his  stately  mansion  on  the 
shores  of  Chesapeake  bay,  in  the 
town  of  Chester,  in  Maryland.  While 
in  seclusion  in  this  room  he  com¬ 
menced  a  series  of  experiments  along 
the  line  of  mechanics.  After  his 
death,  which  occurred  during  the 
seventh  year  of  his  seclusion,  there 
was  found  in  his  rooms  hundreds, 
and  even  thousands,  of  wheels,  pawls 
and  pinions,  varying  in  size  from  an 
ounce  to  a  pound,  made  of  lead, 
gold  and  silver  coins,  and  other  met¬ 
als.  He  frequently  sent  orders  while 
in  seclusion  to  New  York,  Hanover, 
Germany,  and  to  other  cities,  for 
quantities  of  metal.  After  his  death 
expert  machinists  were  called  to  ex¬ 
amine  the  work  he  had  left  behind, 
but  they  were  unable  to  classify  it. 

It  was  generally  believed  that  it  rep¬ 
resented  some  problem  or  idea,  in 
prepetual  motion,  which  the  mechan¬ 
ics  of  centuries  have  tried  to  solve. 

His  family  frequently  sought  to 
induce  him  to  give  up  his  strange  and 
secluded  life,  but  without  avail.  They 
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felt  keenly  the  loss  of  his  kindly  as¬ 
soc  iat ions .  Our  grandmother  said  it 
frequently  seemed  as  if  they  were 
doubly  bereft  after  the  death  of  their 
mother,  for  they  seldom  saw  their 
father  and  never  in  any  way  permit¬ 
ted  to  break  in  on  his  seclusion®  In 
his  retirement  he  gave  over  his  charge 
of  his  household  affairs  to  his 
favorite  daughter,  Mary  Ann,  our 
grandmother;  while  his  pecuniary  af¬ 
fairs  were  turned  over  to  his  son, 

John  George  Lewis,  already  mention¬ 
ed 

Our  grandmother,  Mary  Ann  Rosen-  \ 
miller,  was  born  on  the  12th  day  of  \ 
January,  1767,  and  was  in  the  neigh-  \ 
borhood  of  12  years  of  age  in  the 
most  perilous  and  exciting  times  of 
the  Revolution®  She  frequently  spoke 
of  having  seen  Generals  Gage  and 
Putnam,  and  Benedict  Arnold,  who  y 
afterward  passed  into  history  as  The 
Traitor®  She  also  said  that  she  had 
stood  out  in  the  evenings  listening 
to  the  thundering  of  the  cannon  of 
the  opposing  armies «  She  remained 
at  home  looking  with  a  Mother’s  iso- 
licitude  over  the  household  placed  in 
her  care  until  about  20  years  of  age, 
when  she  was  privately  married  to 
our  grandfather,  Joseph  Eylar.  In 
fact,  the  marriage  was  an  elope¬ 
ment  a  Her  brother,  the  minister, 
was  violently  opposed  to  the  union, 
on  the  ground  that  the  groom  was 
a  poor  young  man,  and  because  noth¬ 
ing  was  known  of  his  ancestry®  The 
Rosenmillers  were  a  haughty  and 
proud  family  of  people,  enjoying  and 
displaying  all  the  advantages  that 
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wealth  brings.  The  young  minister 
appealed  to  his  sister  in  every  way 
possible  to  put  the  German  aside,  but 
to  no  purpose.  She  loved  the  ob¬ 
scure  and  unknown  youth  and  rezolv- 
ed  to  go  his  way.  To  spare  the  feel¬ 
ings  of  her  brother  and  to  avoid  a. 
scene  an  evening  was  designated  up¬ 
on  which  the  swain  was  to  appear 
and  together  they  were  to  repair  to 
the  home  of  a  neighboring  minister 
and  become  one.  When  the  evening 
arrived  she  proceeded  to  her  room 
in  the  upper  portion  of  the  build¬ 
ing,  as  if  to  retire  for  the  evening. 
At  the  appointed  hour  young  Eylar 
appeared  with  a  ladder.  The  window 
was  raised  and  the  young  lady  de¬ 
scended  to  the  ground  without  rais¬ 
ing  an  alarm,  A  friendly  minister 
some  three  miles  tied  the  nuptial 
knot  and  they  started  on  life’s  jour¬ 
ney  together.  This  union  was  the

head  ojf^ux_pa^t4-eul-a^— branch  of  the 
Ey 1 ar_ family  in  Amer i ca .  As  may 
be  supposed,  there  was  but  little  as¬ 
sociation  between  the  newly  married 
couple  and  her  brother  and  sisters 
after  she  had  disregarded  their  ad¬ 
monitions  with  reference  to  mar¬ 
riage,  and  this  little  association  not 
of  the  most  friendly  character.  When 
Eylar  and  his  wife  were  with  them 
they  were  continually  talking  of 
their  wealth,  and  how  well  their  sis¬ 
ter  or  that  had  married,  etc.  Eylar 
was  poor  and  his  wife  took  these 
persistent  allusions  to  be  an  appar¬ 
ent  and  acknowledged  condition  as 
a  personal  affront,  this  feeling  be¬ 
ing  shared  by  the  husband.  One  day 
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talk  as  we  have  referred  to,  allusion 
at  a  family  gathering,  after  such 
was  made  to  two  babies  lying  side 
by  side  on  a  bed,  the  sons  of  two 
of  the  Rosenmiller  sisters®  One  of 
the  babies  was  very  fair,  the  other 
(which  afterward  became  Judge  Jos¬ 
eph  Eylar,  of  Winchester)  was  ex¬ 
ceedingly  swarthy®  The  reference  did 
not  please  the  mother®  The  tanta¬ 
lizing  steel  of  poverty  had  already  en¬ 
tered  h&r  soul  and  snatching  her 
baby  up  she  left  the  house  and  nev¬ 
er  afterward  had  anything  to  do 
with  her  heartless  sisters  or  her 
brother.  She  and  her  husband  left 
the  neighborhood  shortly  afterward, 
going  first  to  Buck’s  county,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  and  afterwards  to  Belford 
county.  They  relinquished  all  claims 
on  the  patrimonial  estate  of  the  Ros¬ 
enmiller  family  and  never  received 
any  part  of  it.  It  is  related  that 
Roseannah  Rosenmiller,  who  married 
the  Lutheran  minister,  Shafer,  found 
out  where  they  had  gone  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  undertook,  with  her 
husband,  to  pay  them  a  visit.  By 
some  means  they  were  apprised  of  their 
coming  and  taking  their  baby  in 
their  arms  they  rushed  out  of  their 
home  up  on  the  side  of  a  moun¬ 
tain  nearby.  The  Shafers  went  to 
the  door  and  knocked  and  hallooed 
and  made  other  demonstrations  to 
attract  the  attention  of  the  occu¬ 
pants  if  in  hearing.  The  little  fami¬ 
ly  on  the  mountain  side  looked  down 
on  these  vain  efforts,  but  gave  no 
sign,  permitting  the  visitors  to  de¬ 
part  witout  a  greeting®  After  they 
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came  toOhio  a.  West  Union  mer¬ 
chant  9  who  was  in  Philadelphia  pur¬ 
chasing  shoes „  ran  on  to  the  hus¬ 
band  of  one  of  the  sisters  and  by 
singular  circumstance  connected  with 
the  purchase  of  a  pair  of  shoes  found 
out  the  residence  of  the  absent  cou¬ 
ple.  An  attempt  was  again  made  to 
renew  family  friendships,  but  be¬ 
yond  a  curt  acknowledgment  of  a. 
present  mind  this  was  not  permitted. 

Of  our  great  grandfather  Eylar,  lit 
tie  is  known,  aside  from  the  fact 
that  name  was  Christopher,  and  that 
his  wife’s  name  was  Barbara  Bow¬ 
ers.  They  had  seven  children- -four 
sons  and  three  daughters --named  as 
follows;  Henry,  Peter,  Christopher, 
Joseph. (the  latter  being  our  grand¬ 
father)  Catharine,  Barbara  and  Mary 
Ann.  The  daughters  married  broth¬ 
ers  named  Phenstermacher  (meaning 
in  German  "windowmaker .") 
j  The  mother  of  this  family  died 
when  our  grandfather  was  but  a  lad. 
The  father  married  the  second  time 
and  the  stepmother  being  distaste¬ 
ful  to  our  grandfather,  he  left  home 
one  lonely  night,  and  with  his  little 
outfit  of  clothing  and  a  coin  in  his 
pocket  of  the  value  of  50  cents  of 
our  money,  stuck  out  for  America.. 

It  is  related  that  he  walked  several 
hundred  miles  afoot,  working  his 
way  along  as  best  he  could.  Reach¬ 
ing  the  coast,  he  sold  himself  for 
his  passage- -that  is,  according  to  a. 
custom  then  in  vogue,  he  agreed 
to  work  as  many  months  for  a  man 
who  advanced  passage  money  as 
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would  be  necessary  to  make  return 
of  the  advancement  in  wages .  Al¬ 
though  the  man  advancing  the  money 
had  much  the  best  of  the  bargain, 
young  Eylar  religiously  kept  his 
part  of  the  contract*  This  regard 
for  his  word,  no  matter  what  it  cost, 
was  one  of  the  marked  traits  of  his 
character  all  through  life. 

After  leaving  Bucks  county  and  go¬ 
ing  to  Bedford  county,  near  the 
town  of  Bedford,  in  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania;  our  great  grandfather 
engaged  in  the  occupation  of  teaming, 
--all  freights  ,in  those  days  being  car¬ 
ried  in  wagonsi  These  wagons  trav¬ 
eled  in  squads;  to  be  of  company  and 
help  to  each  other.  If  a.  team  stall¬ 
ed  the  remainder  of  the  drivers,  or 
so  many  as  were  necessary,  hooked 
on  and  helped  to  pull  it  out.  The 
owner  of  the  disgraced  team  was 
obliged  to  set  up  a  quart  of  whiskey, 
in  order  to  wipe  away  the  ignominy. 

It  is  related  that  Eylar  never  had,  in 
all  his  career  as  a  teamster,  to  set 
pu  the  quart  of  whiskey.  His  Penn¬ 
sylvania  team  was  made  up  of  four 
black,  shiny  stallions,  and  created  a 
sensation  everywhere  with  their  ting¬ 
ling  bells  and  enormous  loads.  He 
was  noted  after  he  came  to  Ohio, 
for  the  size  and  condition  of  his 
horses.  They  were  always  "slick  as 
moles  and  rolling  fat.”  In  good 
weather  he  turned  them  out  at 
night  and  as  they  played  and  gallop¬ 
ed  over  the  fields  they  fairly  shook 
the  earth.  It  was  a  common  remark 
among  his  neighbors,  when  they 
heard  thunder  at  night,  that  it  was 
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"Joe  Eylar’s  horses  having  a.  romp.” 

It  is  said  that  during  a  storm  he 
always  opened  the  doors  of  his  sta¬ 
ble  and  untied  his  horses,  saying  that 
instinct  taught  them  whether  it  was 
better  to  remain  in  or  go  out. 

From  Bedford,  Pennsylvania.,  the 
young  couple  came  to  the  then  far 
northwest  territory,  opened  in  Ohio 
about  the  year  1795.  They  came 
down  the  river  in  a  keelboat,  the 
usual  method  of  travel,  and  landed 
on  the  island  then,  as  now  known  as 
Manchester  Island,  nearly  opposite 
the  town  of  Manchester,  in  Adams 
county,  Ohio,  Here  they  remain¬ 
ed  for  several  years,  cultivating  the 
island.  While  residing  here  he  en¬ 
tered  a  tract  of  land  in  Adams  coun¬ 
ty,  about  two  miles  east  of  West 
Union,  the  present  county  seat,  and 
near  the  at  one  time  village  of  Kil- 
lenstown.  He  went  to  his  entry 
and  erected  a.  dwelling-house  in  what 
was  then  truly  a  howling  wilderness. 

At  the  time  of  his  removal  to  his 
new  posession  his  was  the  only  house 
on  the  road  leading  from  Manchester 
to  Chi 11 icothe.  The  country  was  still 
inhabited  by  Indians.  This  was  all 
prior  to  1801,  In  this  wilderness 
home  was  born  a  family  of  twelve 
children- -13  with  the  one  born  in 
Pennsylvania- -nine  sons  and  four 
daughters --as  follows?  (Joseph  born 
in  Pennsylvania.)  John,  Samuel,  Mar¬ 
tin,  Henry*  David,  Lewis,  one  un¬ 
named,  Aaron,  Mary,  Catherine,  Sar¬ 
ah  and  Elizabeth.  Five  of  these  chil¬ 
dren  died  in  infancy,  while  the  re¬ 
mainder  grew  to  manhood  and  wo-

manhood.  John  and  Sarah  neither 
long  survived  their  marriage ,  each, 
however,  leaving  a  family  of  five 
children. • 

Grandfathr  was  very  successful 
on  this  Adams  county  farm  and  laid 
the  foundation  for  the  more  than 
modest  competency  he  enjoyed  in  his 
old  age.  He  added  yearly  to  his  ac¬ 
cumulations  of  land  and  money  until 
he  was  able  to  give  each  son  and 
daughter,  as  they  married,  a  hand¬ 
some  start  in  life.  After  all  this 
he  had  sufficient  for  himself  and  wife 
until  death.  He  disposed  of  his  Ad¬ 
ams  county  holdings  and  purchased  a 
farm  near  Berryville,  in  Highland 
county,  Ohio,  and  retired  from  the 
active  cares  of  business.  His  in¬ 
come  from  his  accumulations  was 
more  than  trebly  ample  for  the  wants 
of  himself  and  wife.  His  youngest 
daughter,  Elizabeth,  was  still  at 
home,  unmarried.  She  married  John 
Beveridge  three  years  after  her  fath¬ 
er’s  death.  On  this  Highland  coun¬ 
ty  farm  he  resided  some  eight  years. 

His  son,  Henry,  took  charge  of  his 
business  affairs,  residing  on  the 
farm  and  carrying  on  a  distillery  busi¬ 
ness  in  connection  with  other  farm 
duties.  In  1834  this  farm  was  sold, 
at  a  large  advance  on  its  purchase 
price,  and  another  one  purchased 
near  Fincastle,  in  Brown  county, 

Ohio,  to  which  all  removed.  On  this 
farm,  July  29th,  1839,  great  grand¬ 
father  died,  after  an  illness  of  21  days 
of  what  the  doctors  pronounced  ’’cor¬ 
poreal  disease  of  the  bowels.”  He 
was  in  the  80th  year  of  his  age. 
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In  appearance  great  grandfather 
was  strikingly  peculiar.  He  was  5 
feet  5  inches  high  and  weighed  over 
300  pounds.  His  complexion  was 
very  fair,  hair  dark,  eyes  steel  blue 
face  handsome,  head  large,  in  fact 
so  large  as  to  compel  him  to  have 
his  hats  made  to  order.  He  was  very 
courtly  in  his  manners,  and  inter¬ 
esting  in  his  conversation.  Inrhis 
earlier  days  he  dressed  in  the  style 
of  his  countrymen- -short  coat  and 
knee  breeches  of  velvet,  silver  knee 
buckles,  black  silk  stockings,  low 
cut  shoes  with  silver  buckles,  ruf¬ 
fled  cuffs  and  ruffled  shirt  front, 
and  a  broad  brimmed  beaver  hat  with 
low  crown.  He  carried  a  cane,  with 
a  silver  head,  and  a  party  who  had 
seen  him  told  the  writer  that  as  he 
sat  on  a  chair  and  looked  out  of  his 
door,  a  frequent  position  with'him. 

He  was  a  perfect  picture  of  the 
thrifty  and  well  satisfied  German 
gentleman.  He  spoke  the  English 
language  very  well,  though  his  edu¬ 
cation  had  been  acquired  in  German. 

He  preferred  to  use  his  native  lan¬ 
guage,  when  possible,  and  always 
read  and  prayed  in  that  language. 

It  was  the  invariable  rule  of  his 
household  to  read  a  portion  of  God*s 
holy  word  every  evening,  followed 
with  a  simple  family  worship  in  the 
way  of  prayer.  His  household  lan¬ 
guage,  for  many  years,  in  fact  until 
his  family  was  grown,  was  the  Ger¬ 
man. 

Great  grandmother  died  March 
13th,  1841.  She  visited  a  member  of 
her  family  afoot  and  sickened  from 
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the  exposure  attendant  thereon.  She 
took  to  her  bed  and  got  better  for 
a  while,,  She  stated  that  she  had 
no  desire  to  get  well,  that  she  had 
lived  as  long  as  she  desired  to  live* 
Knowing  that  she  could  not  get  well, 
she  requested  her  daughter,  Sarah, 
to  mary  before  the  hour  of  dissolu¬ 
tion  arrived,  that  she  might  depart, 
knowing  that  the  last  single  child 
had  been  provided  for  in  the  way  of 
a.  home*  The  marriage  took  place 
on  Monday  and  on  Saturday  the  soul 
of  this  good  woman  took  flight  to  the 
realms  of  the  angels  *  Her  death 
was  greatly  lamented  by  her  family 
and  neighbors,  for  she  was  the 
best  of  mothers  and  kindest  of 
neighbors.  She  was  charitable  to 
the  poor,  gentle  with  the  erring, 
and  always  made  allowances  and 
excuse  for  the  ignorant  and  super¬ 
stitious.  When  in  trouble  or  dis-1 
tress,  all,  old  and  young,  went  to 
her |  for  she  was  an  angel  of  mercy 
in  all  her  counsels  and  ministrations. 
Both  are  buried  in  the  Aerl  or  Wil¬ 
son  cemetery,  in  Eagle  township. 

Brown  county,  Ohio.  It  is  related 
of  her  that  she  was  a  great  stick¬ 
ler  for  blood  and  breeding,  holding 
that  what  was  bred  in  a  child  could 
not  be  eliminated.  Her  husband  took 
the  opposite  view,  holding  that 
birth  and  blood  counted  for  noth¬ 
ing;  that  if  a  man  or  woman  were 
worthy,  their  ancestry  was  not  a 
matter  of  consideration. 

But  one  member  of  great  grand¬ 
father^  family  in  Germany  is  known 
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to  have  reached  this  country.  His 
brothers)  Henry ,  followed  him  to 
Pennsylvania,  and  finally  to  Ohio. 
Henry  Eylar  was  a  carpenter  and 
woodworker.  While  at  work  on  the 
roof  of  a.  house  he  fell  to  the  ground 
and  was  rendered  a  permanent  crip¬ 
ple.  The  injury  was  in  the  thigh 
and  annually  the  injured  portion  of 
the  body  became  highly  inflamed.  It 
was  the  opinion  of  physicians  that 
cure  could  only  be  effected  through 
amputation.  This  he  stoutly  object¬ 
ed  to.  He  followed  his  brother, 
Joseph,  to  Adams  county,  and  re¬ 
mained  with  him  for  sometime.  His 
brother  noticing  that  at  times  he 
was  melancholy,  interrogated  him 
as  to  the  cause.  After  some  hesi¬ 
tation  he  informed  his  brother  that 
he  had  married  a  wife  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  and  that  she  had  made  life  so 
unpleasant  for  him  that  he  had  been 
forced  to  desert  her,  and  th  at  brood¬ 
ing  over  this  trouble  was  the  cause 
of  his  melancholy.  It  seems  that  the 
wife,  after  his  departure,  recanted 
and  attempted  to  bring  him  back  to 
her.  She  had  learned  of  some  of  the 
simple,  superstitious  people  of  her 
race  that  if  the  trousers  of  a  rec¬ 
reant  and  absent  spouse  were  burn¬ 
ed  he  would  be  obliged  by  control¬ 
ling  spirits  to  return  to  the  aban¬ 
doned  wife.  She  tested  the  matter 
by  burning  a  pair  of  her  husband’s 
pants,  but  her  faith  in  the  charm 
must  have  been  shaken,  for  it  failed 
in  this  case.  His  brother,  Joseph’s, 
daughter,  Sarah,  having  married 
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James  Collier  and  removed  to  Wayne 
county,  Ohio,  Henry  Eylar  followed 
them.  While  there  his  injured  leg 
again  became  highly  inflamed,  worse 
than  ever  before.  He  was  at  work 
in  a  clearing  and  one  day  he  took 
his  dinner  bucket  and  went  to  his 
work.  He  did  not  return  to  the 
house  at  the  accustomed  time.  A 
search  was  made  for  him  and  his 
dinner  bucket  was  found,  untouched, 
on  a  stump  where  he  had  placed  it, 
but  he  could  nowhere  be  found.  The 
search  was  continued  and  then  let¬ 
ters  were  written  to  Adams  county, 
telling  of  his  disappearance  and  ask¬ 
ing  if  he  was  there.  The  Adams 
county  relatives  knew  nothing  of  him. 
Some  three  years  afterward  a.  neigh- - 
bor,  in  going  through  a  clearing,  was 
attracted  by  the  strange  conduct  of 
his  dog  at  the  entrance  of  a  huge 
hollow  log.  He  went  to  it  and 
peering  was  horrified  at  the  sight 
of  the  skeleton  of  a  human  being. 

He  notified  the  neighbors  and  the 
remains  were  removed.  An  examina¬ 
tion  was  made  and  they  were  rec¬ 
ognized  as  those  of  Henry  Eylar, 
by  the  buttons  on  the  clothing  and 
by  the  contents  of  the  pockets.  He 
had  no  children  by  his  Pennsylvania 
wife. 

Great  grandfather  Rosenmiller  had 
a  body  servant  named  Batwell,  whom 
he  had  brought  from  Germany,  pay¬ 
ing  his  passage  money  and  accepts 
ing  his  labor  in  return  therefor*  Bat- 
well  was  a.  violent  Tory  and  taught 
his  children  to  end  their  prayer  in 
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loudest  tones  "God  bless  good  King 
George.11  This  so  incensed  his  neigh¬ 
bors  that  they  frequently  publicly 
insulted  him.  On  one  occasion,  as 
he  went  to  vote,  he  was  literally  car¬ 
ried  to  the  polls  on  the  fists  of  com¬ 
ing  revolutionists,  each  of  whom  took 
a.  punch  at  him  as  he  was  wafted 
toward  the  box. 

Joseph  Eylar,  the  eldest  son  of 
the  American  head  of  the  family,  was 
born  in  Pennsylvania,  as  already  stat¬ 
ed.  He  resided  at  Winchester,  Ad¬ 
ams  county,  Ohio,  for  many  years 
and  died  there.  He  carried  on  the 
tanning  business  at  that  point,  and 
also  farming.  He  was  a.  man  of 
prominence  in  his  community,  act¬ 
ing  as  associate  judge  of  his  coun¬ 
ty  from  1835  to  18  .  Under  that 

system  the  associate  judges  sat  with 
a  member  of  the  supreme  court.  The 
associate  judges  were  not  usually,  or 
necessarily,  lawyers.  They  were  se¬ 
lected  for  their  integrity  of  char¬ 
acter  and  supposed  disposition  to 
deal  justly  between  man  and  man. 

Judge  Joseph  Eylar  was  a  short, 
stoutly  built  man,  of  swarthy  com¬ 
plexion,  very  firm  in  his  opinions, 
frank  in  his  manner  of  expression, 
but  kind  and  charitabale  withal.  He 
died  of  paralysis,  after  an  illness  of 
several  months.  He  was  in  Cincin¬ 
nati  when  the  symptoms  first  appear¬ 
ed.  It  was  noticed  by  those  with 
whom  he  transacted  business  that 
something  was  wrong  and  he  was 
urged  to  return  home  at  once.  This 
he  did,  and  shortly  after  arrival  at 
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home  he  suffered  his  first  stroke. 

He  was  twice  married,  first  to  Eliza¬ 
beth  Fenton,  eighth  child  of  Jer¬ 
emiah  Fenton,  and  sister  of  Wil¬ 
liam,  John,  Jessie,  Jeremiah,  George, 
Benjamin,  (father  of  Ex-Congressman 
Lucian  J.  Fenton),  Joseph,  Catherine, 
(Eckman),  Mary,  Polly  (Baird)  and 
Delilah,  To  this  union  were  born 
10  children,  as  follows:  Rose  Ann 
Eylar,  Mary  Ann  Eylar,  Sarah  Ann 
Eylar,  Alfred  Allen  Eylar,  Ruth  Ey¬ 
lar,  Joseph  Fenton  Eylar,  John  Ey¬ 
lar,  Benjamin  Franklin  Eylar,  David 
Shafer- Eylar ,  Oliver  Hazard  Eylar, 

Rose  Ann  Eylar  was  born  May  29th 
1815.  Died  young,  date  not  know.

July  5th,  1816,  died  May,  1891, 
aged  74  years  and  6  months.  Bur¬ 
ied  at  Baird’s  cemetery,  in  Jefferson 
township.

Sarah  Ann  Eylar  McNoun,  born 
March  20th,  1818,  died  May  29th, 

1877,  aged  59  years,  months  and 
9  days.  Buried  at  Winchester,  Ad¬

Alfred  Allen  Eylar  was  born  Janu¬ 
ary  31st,  1820,  died  October  23rd, 

18  2,  aged  62  years,  8 ’months  and  23 
dtays.  Burial  at  Pontiac,  Illinois. 

Ruth  Eylar  Cocker ill,  born  April 
10th,  1822,  died  August  6th,  1878, 
aged  56  years,  4  months  and  10  days. 
Buried  at  West  Union,  Adams  county, 
Ohio. 

John  Eylar,  born  July  6th,  1826, 
died  September  7th,  1866,  of  Chol-

Benjamin  Franklin  Eylar,  born  De¬ 
cember  25th,  1828,  died  .

Mary  Ann  Eylar  was  twice  mar¬ 
ried,  first  to  James  F.  Young,  last 
time  to  James  B.  Moore.  To  the  first 
union  two  children  were  born- -Lu- 
cien  Young,  who  resides  at  Pontiac, 
Illinois,  and  is  a  saddler  by  occupa¬ 
tion,  and  Joseph  Young,  who  resides 
in  Johnson  county,  Kansas,  and  fol¬ 
lows  farming.  To  the  second  union 
seven  children  were  born- -Mat i Ida 
E.  Knaw,  Mrs.  James  H.  Hamilton, 

John  Randolph,  Oscar  Buchanan,  Wil¬ 
liam,  (dead),  Aaron  Eylar,  Emma. 
Theodosia  and  James  Monroe.  John 
R.  is  a  prominent  lawyer  of  George¬ 
town,  0.,  and  has  twice  been  prose¬ 
cuting  attorney  of  Brown  county,  0. 
Oscar  B.  and  James  M.  are  farmers 
in  Jefferson  township.  Brown  coun¬ 
ty,  0.  Aaron  E.  is  an  attorney  and 
in  the  practice  in  Cincinnati.  Mrs. 
Hamilton  resides  on  a  farm  near  Rus¬ 
sellville,  Brown  county,  0.,  has  a 
daughter  who  is  a.  teacher,  being  at 
this  time  in  charge  of  the  education- 
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al  department  of  the  Children's  Home 
of  Brown  county. 

Sarah  Ann  Eylar  was  married  to 
Samuel  McNoun.  To  this  union 
were  born  Margaret  ,  William 

Edgar,  Belle  ,  Ruth  Ann  and 

Catherine  (married  to  Copple, 

deceased).  All  are  living  except 
William  Edgar,  who  died  when  a  lad 
of  .  With  the  exception  of  Mrs. 
Coppel,  who  is  superintendent  of 
the  State  Home  of  the  Oddfellows  of 
Ohio,  at  Springfield,  after  having 
successful 1  managed  the  Brown 
County  Children's  Home  for  years, 
the  remaining  children  reside  on  the 
home  farm  in  Jackson  township, 

Brown  county,  and  are  noted  for 
their  ability  as  managers.  Three  of 
the  girls- -Bell,  Ruth  and  Catherine 
fitted  themselves  for  teachers  in 
the  public  schools  and  followed  the 
profession  successfully  for  several 
years.

Ruth  Eylar  was  married  to  Gener¬ 
al  Joseph  Randolph  Cockerill,  son  of 
General  Daniel  Cockerill.  Her  hus¬ 
band  once  represented  the  6th  Ohio 
District  in  the  congress  of  theUnited 
States.  He  was  colonel  of  the  70th 
Ohio  regiment  of  infantry,  in  the 
War  of  the  Rebellion.  To  this  un¬ 
ion  were  born  five  children,  three 
sons  and  two  daughters,  viz:  Arm¬ 
stead  Tarlton  Mason,  Hester  Eliza¬ 
beth,  John  Albert,  Sarah  M.  and 
Oliver  Oscar.  All  of  this  family 
are  dead  with  the  exception  of  Hes¬ 
ter  E.,  now  wife  of  Dr.  John  Camp¬ 
bell,  of  Philadelphia.

He  was  Assessor  of  Internal  Rev¬ 
enue  in  the  6th  Ohio  District  un¬ 
der  Andrew  Jackson.  He  is  buried 
at  West  Union.  John  A.  chose  jour¬ 
nalism  as  his  profession,  advanced  to 
the  front  rank  in  the  newspaper 
field,  and  died  suddenly  at  Alexan¬ 
dria,  Egypt,  while  carrying  out  a. 
commission  for  the  New  York  Her¬ 
ald,  the  foremost  paper  of  America.. 

He  had  charge  successively  of  the 
Cincinnati  Enquirer,  Washington 
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Post,  Baltimore  Gazette,  St.  Louis 
Post  Dispatch,  New  York  World  and 
the  Commercial  Advertiser  of  New 
York  city.  He  is  buried  in  the  Elk’s 
Rest  in  a  cemetery  at  St.  Louis,  up¬ 
on  which  plat  he  erected  a  hand¬ 
some  and  befitting  monument  and 
donated  it  to  the  order  during  life. 
Sallie  M.  was  married  to  Captain 
William  R.  Steward,  an  officer  in 
her  father’s  regiment,  and  afterward 
an  acjuntant  in  one  of  the  regiments 
of  Hancock’s  Veteran  Corps.  A  son, 
John  A.  C.,  was  born  to  this  cou¬ 
ple.  He^  studied  navigation  and  went 
to  sea... While  rounding  Cape  Horn 
he  was  swept  overboard  one  night 
and  lost  forever.  Oliver  Oscar  died 
when  3  years,  5  months  and  6  days 
of  age,  and  is  buried  at  West  Un¬ 
ion.  A  son  of  Colonel  A.  T.  M.  is 
a  machinist  in  Cincinnati.  A  son  of 
Dr.  John  Campbell,  Joseph  Randolph, 
entered  the  United  States  navy,  was 
in  charge  of  the  ram,  Katadin,  un¬ 
dergoing  repair  at  the  Boston  Navy 
yard..  In  trying  to  get  her  ready 
for  duty  during  the  Spanish  Ameri¬ 
can  war  he  overworked  himself  and 
died  of  brain  fever.  He  is  buried 
at  West  Union,  Ohio. 

John  Eylar  was  married  to  Ann 
A.  Wilkins,  daughter  of  Daniel  P. 
Wilkins  and  Susan  B.  Inlow  Wil¬ 
kins,  March  26th,  1846.  To  this  un¬ 
ion  were  born  six  sons  and  one 
daughter,  as  follows 2  Joseph  Wil¬ 
kins,  Oliver  Alfred,  Samuel  Ran¬ 
dolph,  John  A.  ,  Daniel  Put¬ 

nam,  Louella  Barker  and  Albert  Sid- 
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ney  Johnosn,  Joseph  W.  is  a.  news¬ 
paper  man,  having  had  charge  of  pa¬ 
pers  in  Adams  and  Brown  counties, 
Ohio.  He  established  the  People’s 
Defender  at  West  Union  and  had 
charge  of  it  for  25  years  and  is 
now  editor  and  manager  of  the  News 
Democrat  at  Georgetown,  Ohio.  He 
twice  represented  Adams  county  in 
the  Ohio  legislature.

was  a  professional  job  printer,  a 
leader  in  his  branch  of  that  profes¬ 
sion.

June  27th,  1897,  and  is  buried  in  the 
cemetery  at  that  point.  John  A.  is  a 
lawyer  by  profession,  in  the  prac¬ 
tice  at  Waver ly,  0.  He  was  twice 
elected  prosecuting  attorney  of  his 
county.  Pike.  Daniel  P.  W.  is  a 
printer  and  publisher,  having  estab¬ 
lished  the  Democratic  Index  at  West 
Union.  Louella  B.  is  a  teacher  by 
profession,  for  many  years  connect¬ 
ed  with  the  schools  at  West  Union 
and  other  points  throughout  Adams 
county.

Hugh  Lynn  married  Hannah  Reese, 
resides  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
where  he  is  interested  in  handling 
real  estate.

Was  captured  with  his  regiment  at 
Frod’s  Heights,  overlooking  Harper’s 
Ferry,  Va..,  by  the  Confederate  forces. 

Latha  Jane  was  married  to  John  N. 
Reese,  prominent  druggist,  George¬ 
town,  Ohio.  Both  are  dead  now. 

Ohio  Roster- -Hugh  L.  Eylar,  age 
18,  entered  service  October  24th, 

1861,  mustered  out  with  company  No¬ 
vember  10th,  1861 --Company  A,  60th 
Ohio  infantry. 

Aaron  Eylar  was  born  November 
10th,  1803,  near  West  Union,  0.,  and 
died  October  23rd,  1884,  at  his  home 
in  Carlisle,  Brown  county.  When 
young  he  moved  with  his  parents 
to  near  what  is  now  the  site  of  the 
town  of  Winchester,  Adams  county. 

He  frequently  killed  deers  and  wolves 
in  what  are  now  the  streets  of  the 
town.  He  was  a  man  of  more  than 
ordinary  ability  and  retained  his  men¬ 
tal  facilities  to  the  very  last.  He 
was  a.  man  of  wonderful  vigor  of 
body,  celebrating  his  70th  birthday 
by  making  380  rails.  He  used  to¬ 
bacco  in  no  form  and  was  temperate 
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in  all  things.  He  commenced  life  in 
the  township  in  which  he  died  (Jack- 
son)  whei  it  was  a  dense  woods. 

By  hard  work  and  good  management 
he  accumulated  a  handsome  estate. 

He  was  always  ready  to  lend  a.  help¬ 
ing  hand  to  the  needy  and  donated 
liberally  to  the  church  cause.  He  was 
married  to  Elizabeth  Wilkin,  of  new 
Market,  Highland  county,  June  8th 
1826.  To  this  union  nine  children 
were  born,  as  follows,  six  of  whom 
are  still  livig:  Rachel;  born  April 
27th, 1827;  Joseph,  born  December 
16th,  1829;  Mary  Ann,  born  December 
11th,  1831;  Henry,  born  January  3rd, 
1834;  Commodore  Perry,  born  May 
13th,  1836;  Alfred  Allen,  born  Sep¬ 
tember  7  th,  1836;  Mari  ah  Jane,  born 
January  4th,  1841;  Ruth,  born  No¬ 
vember  23rd,  1844;  Margaret  Eliza¬ 
beth,  born  June  5th,  1848.

Their  oldest  child,  Mary 
Ann  Eylar,  was  born  December  14th, 
1841.  She  was  married  to  Thomas  C. 

They 
have  two  ’children,  John  Thomas, 
born  June  14th,  1876,  and  Charles  Ed¬ 
gar,  born  September  27th,  1878.  Sar¬
